(Bills Designed To 
|End Short Weighing 


Harrisburg, 
Feb. 
2—(JP)—A 
move to discourage short weighing 
practices in Pennsylvania was un- 
derway today in the general as- 
sembly. 
The state house of representa- 
tives had before it a series of bills 
designed to modernize and tough- 
en the commonwealth's weight and 
measure laws. ° 
Rep. Kenneth Wagner (R-So- 
merset) introduced the bills yes- 
terday with the backing of the de- 
partment of internal affairs. 
One measure would repeal 
1850 
law 
allowing 
customers 
cheated by grocers with defective 
scales to claim triple damages. 
"That's an outmoded law and It's 
never used," said Joseph F. Blick- 
ley, state director of weights and 
measures. "It has been overlook- 
ed over the years." 
Another bill would allow state In- 
spectors to arrest on sight out-of- 
state hucksters Instead of having 
to take out a warrant. This would 
eliminate the possibility of the vio- 
lator returning across ' the state 
line. 
Blickley said the bill was de- 
signed to curb the practice of out- 
of-state hucksters from fleecing 
border 
county customers with 
short-weight scales. 
Fuel oil purchases in excess of 
50 gallons would have to be me- 
tered under another Wagner mea- 
sure under penalty of a $25 fine 
or 10 days in jail. 


Storms In Wide Area Deal 
Huge Losses In Livestock; 
Death Toll Now Totals 112

Weather's wintry elements lashed out over states from Texas to 


California in January, causing at least 112 deaths and millions of 
dollars damage to citrus and vegetable crops. 
But the final death toll, property damage and livestock losses 


remained undetermined as the storm-battered western section of the 
nation still reeled from the January blizzards. 
A survey today unfolded to some extent the widespread damage

Six Sent To 
The Gallows 
At Lamberg 


Munich, Germany, Feb. 2—(JP) 
Six convicted war criminals, 
in- 
cluding two concentration camp 
inmates who turned on their fel- 
low prisoners, were hanged today 
at Landsberg prison. 


-Three of the six, were accused 


of killing surrendered American 
aviators who parachuted 
from 
damaged planes over Germany. 
The executions increased to 103 
the number of war criminals hang- 
ed at Landsberg since Oct. 15. 
One man scheduled to be hang- 
ed was given a last minute re- 
prieve. He was Gustav Heigel, 55, 
an S. S. Sergeant who allegedly 
''prepared hundreds of inmates for 
execution" and was rewarded with 
extra rations of cigarettes, liquor 
and sausage. 


He was reprieved because of 
word from the department of the 
army that new information bear- 
ing on his case has been found 
and is being sent by airmail for 
consideration of officials who re- 
view war crimes sentences. 
Two executed former inmates 
were trusties at Mauthausen Con- 
centration camp. They were Karl 
Schroegler, 43, and Indalecio Gon- 
zalez, 38. 


Schroegler "participated In the 
killing of hundreds of inmates by 
baths and holding their heads in 
a water barrel," a U. S.-Army 
statement reported.

i of dollars—?30,000,000 in Califor- 
nia alone. 
The livestock loss still is unde- 
termined and probably will not be 
known until Spring. 
The job of 
saving the thousands of cattle and 
sheep which were snowbound on 
the western rangelands by Janu- 
ary blizzards still is not finished. 
Neither is trie Huge task of bring- 
ing relief 
to the thousands of 
marooned ranchers and 
Indians. 
The emphasis in the western bliz- 
zard belt still is on relief opera- 
tions—not on counting the losses. 
There were reports of losses of 
wildlife in some of the western 
states—including deer, 
elk and 
quail. Loss of quail and pheasants 
was reported heavy in Nebraska. 
There were countless cases of 
hardship, especially in the western 
blizzard area. There also were in- 
numerable stories of heroic res- 
cues. Many isolated communities 
in Nebraska have been receiving 
supplies by airlift for nearly a 
month. Gordon, Nebr., was snow- 
bound for 12 days and only three 
trains entered the community dur- 
ing January. Chamber, Nebr., had 
contact with outside communities 
only 10 days during January. 
The heaviest damage to cropa 
were in the' citrus belts of south- 
ern California, Arizona and the 
lower Rio Grande Valley of Texa*s. 
The Arizona losses were estimated 
at more than $2,000,000 and were 
expected to run into the millions 
in Texas. 


The ice and sleet storms which 
whipped across many southwest- 
ern "and 
midwest states caused 
heavy damage. The Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. said damage to 
its lines in Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas and Texas was 
$7,500,000 since Jan. 9. In Iowa, 
the Northwestern Bell Telephone 
Company estimated damage to its 
lines from' storms at $300,000. 
There appeared no severe, dam- 
age to winter wheat in the-storm 
swept states. 


Generally cold and sub-normal 
temperatures continued today over 
all of the country except southern 
Florida. 
There were only a few 
wet spots1 on the nation's weather 
map. 


The northern plains and most 
areas in the north central region 
had severe cold. Temperatures dip- 
ped to near 30 below zero in parts 
of Minnesota and North Dakota— 
the coldest areas in the frigid belt. 
Other mass of cold air moved 
eastward into the eastern

Pittsburgh, Feb. 2—(JP)—Resi- 
ents of the western Pennsylvania 
area expect to learn about March 
if they will be able to purchase 
milk two cents a quart cheaper.

Dealers' Association yesterday re- 
iterated its demands for such a 
cut at a state milk control com- 
mission hearing. 
The board called the hearing on 
its own motion last month, recess- 
ing after two days of testimony. 
Commission 
members indicated 
they would rule about March 1. 
The ruling? would affect most con- 
sumers in western Pennsylvania, 
except in Erie. 


The milk dealers suggested the 
price be cut from 22 cents to 20 
cents a quart for a five-month per- 
iod, 
after which it would automa- 
tically go back to 22 cents. 


Dairymen and 
representatives 


of milk products opposed the ac- 
tion, contending the cost of pro- 
ducing milk was too high to justi- 
fy a price reduction .

The U. S. State Department said 
the United States hopes Norway 
soon will be brought into discus- 
sion of the Atlantic pact, which 
would link the defenses of the 
U. S., Canada, Britain, France, 
Belgium, 
Holland and Luxem- 
bourg. 


Norway said she will study the 
possibilities for joining a regional 
defense alliance with the Atlantic 
powers. The reply pointed to Nor- 
way's interdependence with the 
west and "the fact that the coun- 
try borders on the Atlantic Ocean.

"Busted Merchant" of 1921

Darrels in stocks of domestic crude 
and a decrease of 29,000 barrels 
in stocks of foreign crude. Current 
reports of the industry 
for the 


week ending January 22 indicate 
a decrease in crude-oil production 
and a decrease in crude runs.

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CLOSED SHOP ARGUMENT 


In writing a new labor law this year congress faces the 


angry problem of the closed shop, James Marlow, Asso- 
ciated Press feature writer in Washington points out. 


A closed shop is where boss and union agree that ev- 


eryone must belong to the union or lose his job and only 
union members can be hired. 


Should a closed shop be banned by law? There's di- 


vided thinking on this. The following story gives both 
sides of the argument. 


Say those who want a law against a closed shop— 
1. A man should be free to join, or not join, a union. 


He should not have to lose his job if he doesn't want to 
join. 


2. A closed shop forces a boss to fire good men, who 


need their jobs, just because they won't join. And it pre- 
vents him from hiring other good and needy men unless 
they have a union card. 


3. Closed shops are monopolies. Under the law, com- 


panies can't form monopolies. So why should unions 
be allowed to have them? 


4. In a closed shop a worker has no protection against 


aome unfair action against him by his enemies within the 
union. 


(But a worker who is not a union member has no pro- 


tection against unfairness by his boss.) 


5. Some union men are against a closed shop be- 


cause, they say, it's such a 100 per cent all-union affair, 
the union gets lazy and is not as progressive as a union 
which has to fight to keep its members happy. 


Say those who want no law at all against a closed 


•hop— 


1. It's unfair for a worker not to join a union if he 


receives the benefits won by the unions. They put up 
the fight and pay their dues while, doing nothing, he gets 
all benefits for free. 


2. A closed shop gives a union greater security 


against any attempt by the boss to wreck the union. 


3. In a closed shop there's less trouble, the kind which 


might arise between union and non-union men. 


4. A closed shop prevents discrimination. That is, 


the boss can't favor a non-union man over a union man. 


5. And some union men argue that a closed shop 


protects a craft—that is a group of workers doing high- 
ly skilled work—from the poor work of a non-union un- 
skilled man who might be hired. 


In a closed craft-union shop unskilled men would have 


to work as apprentices before they could move up to 
skilled jobs.) 
« 


Until the Taft-Hartley law was passed in 1947, there 


was no federal law against a closed shop. 
But Taft- 


Hartley banned it absolutely. 


And a number of states passed their own laws bann- 


ing a closed shop. 


Recently the U. S. Supreme court gave a decision say- 


ing a state has the right to ban closed shops. 


So, between the Taft-Hartley law and the state laws, 


it seemed that a closed shop was a dead duck. 


But President Truman and his advisors have asked 


congress to abolish the Taft-Hartley act and pass a new 
labor law. 


And they've asked congress, in that new law, to do 


this: 


1. First, to wipe out any federal ban on closed shops. 
2. Second, to say this federal law stands above state 


anti-closed shop laws. 


(A closed shop is different from a union shop. In a 


union shop non-union workers can be hired although 
they must then join the union.

What has happened to Warren's War Memorial Field T Has 11 


"died ebornin" or must it talc* another World Wax to revive enough 
interest on the part of the parent sponsoring organizations, namely 
the Sports Boosters and the War Memorial Board, before another step 
towards the completion or this worthy project can be taken. For the 
cake of those who may have forgotten, here is a condensed history of 
the conception and partial demise of a worth while community project. 
Toward £he close of the last war a small group of local men banded 
together for the purpose of creating- an organization to further inter- 
est in all types of sport in Warren and vicinity. This group grew from 
eleven members to nearly live hundred in the space ol a few months 
and called themselves the Sports Boosters. The idea of the War 
Memorial Field was conceived, and when this idea began to take de- 
finite form, the Boosters turned over their stewardship to a smaller 
group made up mostly of its own members and known as the War 
Memorial Board. Shoulder to shoulder both groups started a cam- 
paign for funds that ultimately brought roughly $84,000 into their 
War Chest, half of this amount came from the so called Big Boys 
and the rest from the man in the street. Fourteen acres of land unfit 
for a goat pasture were turned into an eye pleasing park, a fence 
and memorial gate were erected and the fund practically exhausted. 
Up to this point there can be no real criticism. However, nothing 
further of a constructive nature has been planned, a deep silence and 
certain amount of gloom prevail. The few remaining Sports Boosters 
are satisfied with after dinner speaking and the sponsorship of an an- 
nual banquet. As far as the War Memorial Board is concerned, they 
stand accused of the more serious crime of contributing to^the delin- 
quency of the War Memorial Field in not pushing another campaign 
for more funds last fall. It is understood that erection of a grand 
stand, a lighting system, plus finishing the field generally, will cost in 
the neighborhood of §125,000 and that this kind of money cannot 
materialize from nowhere. However, it is entirely conceivable that by 
taking one step at a time, such as a drive to get enough money for 
a lighting plant as the next step, will eventually blossom this half 
grown project, into full maturity. To this end may we respectfully sug- 
gest that the War Memorial Board take into its confidence all ser- 
vice clubs, in Warren and vicinity, sound a call for united effort on the 
part of all those interested in the future welfare of this community 
and by so doing present a more solid front against this sleeping sick- 
ness slowly strangling a project dedicated to perpetuate the memory 
of men who did not know how to give up.
